Hunger Stalks 
90 Million 
In Europe 


LONDON, Nov. 3.—(#)—Ninety 
million European Allies in urban 
areas may be “near starvation” 
this winter, Dr. H. C. M. Case, 
@n agricultural economics expert 
of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration, said 


tonight. 

Dr. Case issued the statement 
after studying food production in 
Czechoslovakia, Greece, Italy, Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium, Yugo- 
slavia and Norway. 

Domestic food production will 
provide an average of only 1,200 
calories daily this winter for 
about 90,000,000 persons, he said. 
Nutritionists generally consider 
2,600 calories as “an acceptable 
minimum average.” 

“If the amount consumed by 
people off farms is to be raised to 
even 2,000 calories daily, the na- 
tions we have studied must im- 
port approximately 9,000,000 tons 
of food before the 1946 harvest. ™ 

Dr. Case said UNRRA already 
has shipped more than 1,000,000 
tons of food into eastern and 
southern Europe, along with 2,400 
milk cows to increase livestock 
production. UNRRA is scheduled 
to ship 5,000 head of cows, horses 
and mules per month during the. 
rest of the fall and winter. 

Drouth last summer intensified 
war-caused food shortages, he said. 
Normal crops often were not 
sowed at the proper season as 
“seed had to be used at the time 
es food.” Fertilizers also have be- 
come scarce. 

One of Europe’s' most vital 
needs is feed for livestock to pro- 
duce~ essential animal fats and 
proteins, he continued, explaining 
that “dairy cows have been de- 
creased by 25 per cent, hogs by 
40 per cent and poultry by much 
more. Meanwhile, the demand for 
grain for human consumption has 
reduced livestock feed. 


¢ State Revenue Commissioner 


M. E. Thompson yesterday report- 
ed that tax collections during the 
month of October increased near- 
ly $800,000, as compared with the 
same month a year ago—despite 
a decrease in state-income tax 
collections. 

He and State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr., chief financiers of 
the state government, agreed that 
the new reduction in federal in- 
come taxation will mean approxi- 
mately three million dollars more 
revenue for the state, if earning 
capacity of Georgia business firms 
remains at the present level in 
1947. Business firms and individ- 
uals today deduct their federal 
tax payments from their state in- 
come tax returns. 

Auditor Thrasher said Georgia 
should be able to use these funds 
for a long-range building program, 
without necessity of increasing 
taxes. 

Thrasher believes an additional 
two or three million dollars an- 
nually will be adequate to finance 
a modest building program over 
a five to ten-year period. He ad- 
vocates setting aside this amount 
of money for consistent repairs 
and improvements on the state's 
hospitals, prisons, and schools, in- 
stead of going into debt to do a 
twenty to thirty million dollar 
building job in one year.

NEW YORK; Nov. 3.— 
(INS)—The mighty battle-

British Land

Display of Might 
Aimed at Discouraging 
100,000 Nationalists 


BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 3.—(UP) 
British tanks moved into Mage- 
lang today and a division of In- 
dian troops began landing at 
Soerabaja in a display of might 
aimed at discouraging further out- 
breaks by Indonesian Nationalists 
revolting against a return of 
Dutch rule. About 100,000 Na- 
tionalists are feported under 


arms. 

British military authorities in 
Batavia clamped a curfew on all 
their personnel not on duty in an 
effort to avoid incidents. 


Sporadic looting and minor in- 
cidents were reported in the past 
24 hours from the main trouble 
spots of Java—Batavia, Magelang 
in central Java and Soerabaja in 
the east. The situation in the last 
two places still was described as 
tense. 

Dr. Achmed Soekarno, president 
of the self-proclaimed Indonesian 
republic, broadcast from Magelang 
last night urging his followers 
to cease their outbreaks. An armed 
truce has prevailed at Magelang 
since 1 p. m. Friday. 


The 10th Gurkha regiment was 
in control at Magelang. An un- 
disclosed number of tanks moved 
into the city to make sure the 
terms of the truce were carried 
out. Under the truce, the British 
occupy certain zones so they can 
evacuate civilians, sick persons 
and a concentration of Japanese.

Seven of 27 Forced Down

HONOLULU, T. H., Nov. 3-—(4)—Seven of the 27 passengers and 
crew of an Army transport plane which was forced down at sea 450 
miles east of Hawaii today have been picked up by surface craft, and 
others are expected to be rescued soon, the Army Transport Command

ships. 

A search plane, une of 10 dis- 
patched to attempt rescue, report- 
ed it had spotted the rafts short- 
ly after 1 p. m. (6:30 p. m, EST), 
with persons aboard them. 

The ATC said the rafts could 
accommodate the 21 passengers, 
including a civilian woman and 
a Wac, and six crewmen of the 
Liberator-type transport plane. 


The transport was bound for 
the United States west coast when 
it was forced down at 7:40 a. m., 
more than four hours after 
left Honolulu. The first rescue 
plane, which reached the scene 
an hour and a half later, radioéd 
that the transport was still afloat 
and persons could be seen cling- 
ing to the wreckage.

Are the veterans being dealt out 
of their share of war surpluses? 
The newly organized War Assets 


Corporation, which begins official 
operation Monday, has yet to settle 
the touchy problem of veterans’ 
priorities for surplus property. In 
the announced order of priorities 
for consumers’ goods—which range 
from smoking pipes to trucks— 
veterans are ranked fourth. Their

Unconfirmed reports said yes 
terday Kweisui, capital of the 
partly-industrialized inner . Mon- 
golian Province of Suiyuan, fell to 
the overwhelming force of Com- 
munists who opened the attack 
only Friday. 

These same reports said the vi- 
tal railway city of Tatung to the 
southwest also was overrun by 
the Communists. 

If true, the twin victories would 
greatly strengthen the Commu. 
nist position in Inner Mongolia 
and would hamper attempts by 
slender Nationalist forces there to 
join up with fresh Nationalist 
troops now pouring in by air to 
the Peiping-Tientsin zone.

Club-Swinging 
Cairo Police End 
Anti-Jewish Riot 


CAIRO, Nov. 3.— (4) —Club- 
swinging police quickly sup- 
pressed a new outburst of anti- 
Zionist rioting today when ram- 
paging mobs for the second day 
stoned business’ establishments 
and smashed shop windows in 
downtown Cairo. 

The riots, which killed nine per- 
sons and injured 520 in Cairo 
and Alexandria, were strongly de- 
nounced by Premier Nokrashi 
Pasha as inspired by “evil hands.” 
He promised “justice will take its 
full course with the criminals.” 

Most of Cairo had returned to 
near-normal this afternoon, 

The renewed demonstrations

YOUR SANITARY DEPARTMENT 


Moves 650,000 Garbage Tons 
sweeps 1,170 Miles Yearly 


The following is the first in a series of articles dealing with 
essential functions of the city government, relating how they fared 
during the war period and pointing out their postwar problems.

Health and comfort of Atlanta citizens is the prime consideration 
of the city sanitary department, which, under the direction of Sani- 
tary Chief H. J. Cates performs the Herculean task of collecting and 
disposing of 650,000 tons of refuse a year, sweeps both sides of 585 


miles of paved city streets and removés 


approximately 18,000 dead 


animals a year from streets and residences. 


The outlined task is the ideal 
for which Cates and his 345 em- 
ployes strive and for which tax- 
payers expend approximately 
$450,000 a year, but restricted 
wartime operations and labor dif- 
ficulties have posed many prob- 
lems for the division. — 

Cates yesterday said his major 
postwar project is to eliminate the 
labor difficulties which his depart- 
ment has experienced annually 
during the high tide of refuse ac- 
cumulation in Atlanta for the past 
five years. - 
CLIMAXED IN SUMMER 

These crises have reached their 
climax during the hot summer 
months and thousands of tons of 
garbage have overflowed garbage 
cans of the 65,000 collection points 
scattered throughout the city. 
Cates is laying postwar plans for 
the department to keep collections 
at their prewar normal—two col-

The department 
operates normally every minute of 
the day and night—24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

From 10,000 to 12,000 dead dogs, 
5,000 cats, and 3,000 other dead 
animals are picked up and disposed 
of each year by the division. 


Atlantans produce refuse at the 
rate of two pounds a day, Cates 
says, which means a normal collec- 
tion of 300 tons a day by the de- 
partment. Gross cost of incenera- 
tion is approximately $1l.a_ ton, 
but the sales of 225,000,000 pounds 
of steam a year, which is generated 
at the incinerator; the reclama- 
tion of $10,000 worth of tin cans 
a year and other savings cut the 
net cost to approximately 50 
cents per ton. Steam sales amount 
to about $45,000 annually. 


RUBBISH GLEANINGS 


When the war came, ODT ask- 
ed the city to cut down on its 
sanitary fleet, and 10 trucks as- 
signed to collection of yard rub- 
bish were diverted from such ac- 
tivities to garbage _ collections. 
This was done to cut down on 
normal needs for equipment re- 
placements. Those trucks are now 
worn out and must be replaced 
before prewar schedules for yard 
rubbish collection can be restored 
completely, Cates says,

The Negroes 
draw $5.06 a+ day, including the

Hush Policy 
On A-Bomb 
Deprecated 


A warning against the attempts 
to guard the “secrets” of the atom 
bomb is sounded in the Emory 
University Quarterly for October, 
1945, by Dr. J. Harris Purks Jr., 
of the Emory physics faculty. 

“Should we foolishly attempt to 
block the exchange of information 
between basic investigators and 
between teachers and students, we 
would not stop the progress of 
other nations and would definite- 
ly weaken our own precarious 
position,’ Dr. Purks writes. 

“In the interest of national safe- 
ty and the welfare of the human 
race,” he continues, ‘“‘a clear pol- 
icy seems to be indicated: proceed 
with all speed to learn more about 
the atom; proceed to use it for 
peace and plenty.” 

Dr. Purks also points out that 
the basic facts essential to the 
production of the atomic bomb 
have been known throughout the 
world for several years and that 
other countries, including Russia, 
are better supplied with uranium 
ore than the United States.

The Avondale clinic records 
some 2,500 visits per month. The 
hospital performs nearly 200 major 
and more than 300 minor opera- 
tions a year. 

The Avondale Cancer Clinic is 
the world’s first industrial cancer 
clinic. The work being done there, 
under the direction of Dr. French 
H. Craddock and his son, Dr. 
French H,. Craddock Jr., is unique 
in cancer research and is holding 


the interest of the entire medical 
world. 

Some 400 women employes of 
Avondale are enrolled at the clinic 
as voluntary “guinea pigs” for a 
five-year period. From tests which 
they are given every six months, 
doctors hope to obtain knowledge 
of three unknown quantities in 
medical cancer. 

First, they hope to learn what 
percentage of women over 30 have 
cancer or will develop it in a five- 
year period. 


Second, they hope to establish 
definite time lengths on early, 
moderate and later cancer growths. 
In other words, cancer specialists 
today know an early cancerous 
condition when they see one, but 
do not know the length of time 
it took it to form. And they do 
not know how much time elapses 
between an early growth and an 
advanced one.

The cancer clinic was founded 
on the truths: 1, that it is possible 
to have cancer and not realize it, 
and 2, that almost any cancer, if 
discovered in time, is curable. 


Dr. Craddock explains it this 
way: You might have a cancerous 
growth on the end joint of your 
pointer finger. If you should have 
your finger amputated at the 
second joint, or just below the 
first, you would be cured of can- 
cer. However, if you hadn’t dis- 
covered the cancerous growth in 
time, and one of the cancer cells 
had been carried by the blood 
stream to a point near the shoul- 
der, you would have to have your 
whole arm cut off to become 
cured. Should cancerous cells 
spread throughout the body, af- 
fecting vital organs and parts, 
then you would face death by 
cancer. 

“You can’t, of course, evaluate 
the sort of work being done in 
the cancer clinic in dollars and 
cents,” says Comer. “However, 
since insurance companies place a 
valuation of $10,000 on a work- 
er’s life, you can multiply that 
by some of our early cancer cures 
and see that the clinic has already 
paid for itself several times. 


“Don't forget the by-products of 
the clinic, either. In the course 
of the examination other incipient 
illness and physical defects are 
frequently found, and are usually 
taken care of promptly, because, 
under the company’s medical pro-

GAINESVILLE, Ga., Nov. 3.—North Georgia is an incredibly beau- 


tiful land. 


Today, for instance, it is one vast panorama of color, painted as 
only Nature can—in red, yellow and chestnut brown, 


It is a land of deep, solemn ra- 
vines and friendly mountains; of 
laughing waters and crystal-clear 
springs—of gorgeous lakes. 

It is a land steeped in legend 
and in lore; rich in history—a 
place of lovely Indian names. 

It is a land of healthy, invigo- 
rating climate, a land whose very 
people are interesting, for they’re 
the purest Caucasians left in the 
Western Hemisphere.

These men were called together 
by “H. B. Smith, public-spirited 
citizen of Dahlonega, for the pur- 
pose of passing on a proposed pro- 
gram of road development for 
north Georgia. The men approved 
this program unanimously, and 
went a step further by organizing 
themselves into a permanent body 
for the purpose of promoting the 
tourist possibilities of the section. 
The organization will operate un- 
der the name of the North Georgia 
Development Association. 

‘Smith was elected chairman of 
the group, while Frank Smith, of 
Clayton, was named secretary. An 
executive committee comprising 
one representative from each of 
the 20 counties will be named 
within the next 10 days. 


RICH IN RESOURCES 


“What we intend to do first,” | 


declared Smith, “is to get some 
roads into this. section, from 
north, east, south and west— 
roads that will give Georgia the

First of Japs 


To Go Home, 
Coal Miners 


TOKYO, Nov. 3.—(#) — Gen. 
MacArthur moved today to avert 
a winter fuel-famine in Japan by 
asking American commanders in 
China, Korea and the Pacific is- 
lands to give priority to coal min- 
ers in the repatriation of Japanese 
military forces. 

The general’s action was prompt- 
ed by a 50 per cent decrease in 
coal production on Hokkaido, the 
northern island from which Japan, 


‘now shorn of its far-flung imperial 


resources, will have to get most 
of its supply for the hard winter 
ahead. 

MacArthur said the decrease 
was largely due to the evacuation 
from Japan of Korean and Chinese 
miners. The imperial government 
has estimated that 68,000 Japanese 
miners were sent overseas with 
the armed forces during the war. 

Stars and Stripes in Yokohama 
published the assurance of Army 
authorities that American troops 
in Japan will not suffer for want 
of warm clothing this winter. The 
paper said ships were unloading 
enough supplies to assure every 
soldier one sleeping bag and three 
blankets, and a stove for every 
five men.

DeKalb's Postwar Planning 
Leaves Dreams for Substance 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
While the “postwar” plans of many communities are still in the 
dream stage, those of DeKalb county are rapidly materializing. 


DeKalb citizens attribute this 
to the energy and enthusiasm of 
County Commissioner Scott Can- 
dier, DeKalb’s one-man govern- 
ment. 

Realizing the futility of plans 
without money, Candler concen- 
trated first on getting the money. 
Previous grand juries had urged 
improvements, but the June and 
September grand juries of 1944 
appointed a bond commission con- 
sisting of C. H, Blount, chairman, 


Candler, Clyde Z. Walker, Reid 
Cofer, L. J. Cassells, L. E. Moore- 
head, Ben T. Pierce, J. J. Scott, 
W. Sam Smith, Dr. T,. W. Stewart 
and W. D. Thomson, 


The commission drew plans for 
$3,000,000 in public improvements, 
and brought about a bond election 
providing $1,600,000 The bonds 
were voted and Candler got busy. 
ROAD PROGRAM 

The commission authorized the 
building of 25 miles of asphalt 
roads. Of these Rockbridge, Ste- 
venson, Hamrick Henderson Mill, 
Winter’s Chapel and _ Ellington 
roads have already been complet- 
ed. Work on Henderson and Old 
Lawrenceville roads is nearing 
completion. 

Work on the new civic center in 
Decatur will begin as soon as 
materials are available. Decatur 
has also voted a city bond issue 
of $600,000 but the bonds have 
not yet been sold. DeKalb’s $1,- 
600,000 will be supplemented by 
state and federal funds, bringing 
the total county money available 
to $3,000,000. 

The civic center will consist of 
two county and four city build- 
ings grouped together in ‘an ar- 
tistically related whole. 


HEALTH CENTER 

One of the buildings of which 
Candler is proudest is the health 
center, to be directed by Dr. J. 
R. Evans, health commissioner. It 
will include a clinic which, after 
1946, will be included in the Ful- 
ton-DeKalb hospital authority.

A 50-acre park 
at Panthersville, containing two 
beautiful lakes stocked with bass 
and bream, has been improved and 
the county has finished Decatur’s 
Candler park. A 20-acre park at 
Lithonia will be developed. Anoth- 
er park will be developed around 
the county-owned Gordon airport, 
now leased to the Navy. The park 
at Stone Mountain will also be 
improved, as will other park sites. 
WATERWORKS 

Out of the proceeds of 
bonds, the present 
tem of water works will be ex- 
tended by another 50 miles with- 
in the next year and a half,

sist of a new library building, to

Lt. Bacon yesterday § stressed | 
that while typhus control and gen- | 
erally improved sanitation are the | 
prime considerations of USPHS,| 
the elimination of rats will save 
Atlanta businessmen millions of 
dollars. It is estimated there is 
a rat to every person residing in 
urban areas. Thus Atlanta, with 
a population of 312,000, would 
have a rat population of 312,000. 
Each rat eats $2 worth of food 
a year and destroys $20 worth 
more. All of which adds up to a 
loss of $6,864,000 annually based 
on the figures of experts. 


Two workshops have been set 
up for the ratproofing effort. One 
will be stationary and will make 
needed equipment for the job. The 
other, installed in a 1 1-2-ton truck 
will be used on the jobs and will 
supply materials to fabricate need- 
ed materials. 


TO POISON RODENTS 


Lt. Bacon stressed that ratproof- | 
|ing must be followed by poisoning | 
‘of rodents which may remain in| 
‘the buildings after ratproofing has 
been completed, but added that 
every structure ratproofed will be 
“cleaned of all rats,” and with the 
aid of ratproofing the buildings 
can be kept clean, 


The decision to inaugurate the 
intensive and broad program in 
Atlanta came after typhus fever 
cases which normally number 
about 50 a year jumped to 86 for 
this year. Dr. Hackney said the 
rise is attributed to better case 
finding methods and to a spread 
of typhus probably caused by the 
mandatory curtailment of extermi- 
nation practices during the war 
years,

Dr. Newton Finds Missouri 
Steeped in Tradition 


By LOUIE D. NEWTON 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 3.—From the window of my room in 
the Hotel Robidoux, I get a very good view of the Burlington’s 


famous streamlined Zephyr, gliding gracefully. along the curves of | 


the Missouri river on her schedule of a mile per minute from Kansas 
City to Lincoln—valleys and hills over which Jesse James roved, and 
the famous trail on which Johnny Fry rode a bay mare the after- 
noon of April 3, 1860, on the first trip of the Pony Express—St. 


Joseph to Sacramento. 


Many a drop of muddy water 
has flown past St. Joseph in the 
slowly widening bed of the wind- 
ing Missouri since Joseph Robi- 
doux established the westernmost 
trading post on this bluff in 1826. 
OLD LANDMARK 

I walked down to the stable 
this morning, maintained as one 
of the cherished landmarks of St. 
Joseph, where the horses were 
corraled for the Pony Express. 
They ran, by relays, the distance 
of 1,966 miles from St. Joseph to 
Sacramento, averaging 10.6 miles 
per hour, carrying the first mail 
from St. Joseph to the Pacific 
coast. 

Robidoux was a trapper and 
trader, born in St. Louis. Robi- 
doux called the trading post 
Blacksnake Hills at first, and re- 
luctantly consented to have the 
name changed to St. Joseph, in 
his honor, after it became a com- 
munity of 200 adventurous souls. 


He lived to see his little trad-| 
ing post grow from one log cabin | 
to a thriving city of 30,000 souls, | 
in 1868, when he died, at age 85, | 


in almost total obscurity. 
THRILLING PERIOD 

It must have been a thrilling 
period for Robidoux in the spring 
of 1849 when, between April and 
June, it was estimated that 27,000 
people, 37,000 oxen and mules, 
and 4,000 wagons crossed the 
river at St. Joseph en route to 
California in search of gold. 


If Joseph Robidoux could stand 
here this afternoon in this hotel, 
bearing his name, and look from 
this window with me, he would 
see along the banks of the famous 
river many great industries— 
Quaker Oats, with its famous 
character, “Aunt Jemima” (Since 
1873, “I’se in Town, Honey.”) And 
the big grain elevators and pack- 
ing houses, and the famous seed 
houses and hog cholera serum 
manufacturing plants, and the 
stockyards. 

He would be pleased, no doubt, 
to see the graceful church steeples, 
the magnificent schoolhouses, the 
hospitals, the fine stores and 
shops, the unsurpassed boulevard 
of continuous parkways, and the 
beautiful trees. But most of all, I 
fancy, would he delight to look 
down upon the people—typical 
men and women of the west, and 
healthy boys and girls. 

It was a distinctive date in 
‘American history, when Jefferson 
effected the purchase of Upper 


Louisiana, 1804, which transferred | 


from Spanish contro] the vast area 
beyond the great river, generally 


known as Missouri, and now the 


centerof our nation. 
POPULATION GROWTH 


When Amos Stoddard raised the. 


flag of the United States at St. 
Louis, March, 1804, the total popu- 
lation of Upper Louisiana was 6,- 
982. In 1820, when President Mon- 
roe declared Missouri a member 
of the Union, the population had 
increased to 70,647. The center of 
population of the United States in 
1790 was 23 miles east of Balti- 
more. In 1910, it was Blooming- 
ton, Ind. Students of population 


trends now estimate that it is, or 
soon will be, Missouri. 

I talked with Roy Roberts, man- 
aging editor of the Kansas City 
Star, during the luncheon for 
Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King on Navy 
Day, at the Hotel. President. “Mr. 
Roberts,” as the mayor of Kansas 
City said to me, “is The Star, and 
The Star is Kansas City.” Mr. 
Roberts related the present growth 
of Kansas City. 

Kansas City presents a picture 
of balanced development—great in- 
dustries, strong banks, mammoth 
stores, intelligent planning in 
transportation and traffic inove- 
ment, far-reaching programs of 
culture, and beautiful parks, homes 
and churches. Mr. Nelson, founder 
of The Star, gave his fortune, run- 
ning well into the millions, to a 
great art museum, bearing his 
name, and erected on the site of 
his home. How I do covet such 
an institution for Atlanta! 


IMPRESSED BY AUDITORIUM 


I was impressed with the fact 
that in the magnificent municipal 
auditorium, seating some 17,000, 
they reported a great symphony

And in motor visits throughout 
Missouri, I saw amazing evidences 
of agricultural and industrial prog- 
ress. 

But there is more than pastures 
in the open spaces of Missouri. 
They were shucking corn beside 
the shocks in many fields—pile 
after pile of yellow corn in the 
Indian summer sunshine. And the 
big elevators, they told me, were 
bulging with a record wheat crop. 
ATTENDS BAPTIST SESSION 

Remaining here in St. Joseph 
'for the annual session of the Mis- 
'souri Baptist Association, I was 
thrilled by the reports of the Bap- 
tists of Missouri for the year just 
closing. There are 310,000 white 
Baptists in Missouri. They report 
‘gifts to missions for the past year 
| totalling $709,000. And 1,500 new 
'members by baptism.

One of the most important conferences 
in the history of America, one which may 
profoundly affect and direct its future, is 
the conference of management and labor 
scheduled for Washington this week. 


It largely will determine, by its result, 
to what extent government intervention 
in business and the problems of industry, 
including labor disputes, will be reduced 
to final elimination, or retained and, 
eventually, enlarged. 


That is an inescapable conclusion. It 
is one which every American, specifically: 
those engaged in business and in union 
affairs, ought to ponder with great dil- 
igence. ; 


If governmental controls are necessary 
_in the future, in this field of conflict be- 
tween industry and labor, both will lose. 
The history of all such control is that it 
lessens, gradually, but inexorably, the 
power of both industry and unions. 


The conference this week is not one to 
determine whether or not the government 
will interpose in collective bargaining, but 
rather to what degree and to what pur- 
‘pose wartime controls will be abandoned 
or relaxed. 


It ought to be crystal clear to all con- 
cerned that the extent of government 
participation will lessen or increase in 
exact ratio to the success of mutual action 
by management and labor. 


Dont Turn Them Away

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It is obvious that the soundest collective 
bargaining is that achieved with the least 
amount of government supervision. The 
result becomes a voluntary agreement and 
not one imposed by government. 


It now is realized, by progressive men 
in management and labor, that the ten- 
dency to ask the government for a ready- 
made solution, has worked to the- detri- 
ment of both. It has encouraged die-hard, 
uncompromising attitudes and _ positions 
on the part of each. It has damaged the 
desired basis of contractual relationships 
in that contracts achieved with a maxi- 
mum of government assistance have not 
carried with them tke discipline and un- 
derstanding of a contract reached by vol- 
untary agreement. 


Failure of this conference will mean 
not merely the retention of governmental 
controls, but the establishment of them 
in some quasi-judicial form corresponding 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which exercises constant controls in the 
production and distribution of goods and 
services. 


It may be prayerfully hoped that the 
conference will include in its personnel a 
majority of men who look ahead, not back- 
ward or at immediate problems, obscured 
as they are by the mists of a war just 
ended and by the confusions of reconver- 
sion. 


It is a meeting which ultimately will 
affect all of us and generations to come.

We Used Burns as He Used Us 


The Constitution quite agrees with 
those citizens who are saying that Robert 
Elliott Burns, the notorious fugitive from 
a Georgia chaingang, was a cheap punk 
whose offense—armed robbery—is a major 


crime which should be punished to the 
fullest extent of the law. 


Moreover, penal conditions in this state 
at the time—and they were surely bad 
enough—were grossly exaggerated in Au- 
thor Burns’ lurid epic. As a consequence, 
thousands upon thousands of readers of 
that type of trash were given the worst 
possible impression in Georgia. 


Nevertheless, sensationalist muckraker 
though he was, the fact that there was a 
fugitive named Burns martyrizing him- 


self in public print served to make the 


people of Georgia investigate and correct 


the many iniquities of the state’s archaic 
penal system. Burns was Georgia’s hair- 
shirt, so to speak, and the fact that our 
present prison setup is among the nation’s 
best is attributable in no small degree 
to him. 


Last week the tables were turned and 
Georgia used Burns as Burns had used 
Georgia—to inform the world in most 
dramatic fashion that we had set our penal 
house in order. The spectacle of a sov- 
ereign state signing a nonaggression pact 
with a hoodlum, even though a reformed 
one, was distasteful to many citizens. But 
the resulting favorable nationwide pub- 
licity for our prison reform accomplish- 
ments undeniably justifies the means.

Somewhere I read that peace treaties are made 
by governments. There are not many govern- 
ments today, a fact too largely overlooked. 


A few are established, going concerns on old foundations which, 
if they seem to tremble now and then, or to require slight altera- 
tions, nevertheless are going concerns. But they are few, so very 
few as to be uncomfortable in the totaling thereof. 

This country, Britain, Russia, Sweden, Switzerland—and the 
tale is about told—three major countries, one of which, Britain, 
has made a rather radical departure from individualism toward 
socialism without, however, ceasing to be Britain—and two small 
ones whose governments would have been swept aside by war 
had they not been necessary to the Axis nations as they broke the 
floodgates of Europe and flooded the continent with war. In South

America no government seems solid and sure. “e 


Everywhere else the struggle to restore government goes on. And 
everywhere, without exception, in those countries where a start 
has been made, there has been a strengthening of a socialistic ap- 
plication within the framework of the old individualistic plan. It 
is important to recall many had some socialistic features -before 
1941. Nowhere has Communism won. Indeed, that has been one of 
the surprising features of all the elections held to date. The great 
red torrents of Communism which was to sweep away all other 
forms of government on the continent, has not done so. It has 
shown some gains, but nowhere has it led, not even in Slavic Bul- 
garia where the election was a surprise to the Soviet military gov- 
ernment, which ruled another must be held. 

Peace is made by governments, and there are few governments 


today which can raise a voice and say, “We can act.” 
A phrase the idealist has never liked is the 


The Big Three phrase, “The Big Three”’—referring to the 
United States, Britain and the Soviet Union. ’ 

Yet it may be hoped the preamble of this article will make ob- 
vious the fact that there will be no peace unless accord between 
these three can first be reached. 

This, too, will be attacked or bewailed by the idealists who ask 
for the immediate creation of a form of constitutional government 
for the world as whole. 

The fact is not dislodged. Unless there first is peace, and a work- 
ing understanding between the three, there will be no peace. 

This accord is not impossible. No insurmountable obstacles con- 
front it. 

There is one factor which could prevent it. 

That would be an American conviction that agreement between 
the three could not be reached. 

Candor compels the admission there are in this country forces 
at play which are strongly anti-Soviet and strongly anti-British, 
plus some of the isolationist personnel who belong, more or less to 
one or the other groups, or both... who do not want accord to be 
reached, 

Also, there are some who apparently refuse to permit their 
minds to accept realities. One very charming lady said to me the 
other day, “I wish you would not be so fair to Russia.” 

I asked if she thought we ought to be hostile to Russia, and she 
replied in the negative. I asked if she thought this nation should 
consider it had to fight Russia, and she said no. 

“But,” she said, “I think Russia ought to be contrite.” 

That has puzzled me, because I cannot think of anything which 
should make Russia feel more contrite than any other world power 
or, for that matter, any of the smaller powers. But, whatever the 
wish, Russia is not, and will not be contrite. 

It is possible there are forces loosed in the world which will 
work, in the next two decades, profound changes in the Soviet 
government’s approach to its own people and problems. It may 
become more socialistic than Marxist; it is almost sure to allow a 
greater measure of personal liberty and freedom of expression 
than now exists. 

But that is for the future. 

What confronts us now is the meeting of the irresistable force 
and the immovable object—there can be no world peace or world 
constitution, or world government until there is a thorough work- 
ing agreement and accord between the three major powers. 

Our foreign policy must take into accord the sentiments of the 
peoples of all Europe with which our policy must deal, 

Peace must run on the dual rails of the socialistic trends of 
Europe and the individualistic principles of this country. Any at- 
tempt to insist both rails be the same will end in failure. 

That is not pleasant medicine. I cannot say I swallow it without 
a grimace. But it is medicine that must be swallowed. 

Unless, of course, we are uninterested in world peace.

My Nickel's Worth 
On Traftic Problem 


This downtown traffic situation in Atlanta is 

" rapidly approaching the Mark Twain status of 

. | the weather—‘“everybody talks about it, but no- 
body does anything about it.” 

So, with everybody talking about it, I might as well toss in my 
conversational contribution, though it is pretty foregone it won't 
bring any results. 

Well, to begin with, it seems to me we are attempting an im- 
possibility. That is, to make a city laid out during the horse-and- 
buggy era fit this motorized age. It just can’t be done. Neither our 
buildings, whether stores or office buildings, nor our streets were 
intended to accommodate a people who use automobiles as freely 
as their own legs. 

Don’t think I’m casting any slurs on Atlanta. In this respect 
we are no more guilty than most cities of our size, or larger. In 
fact, I know of no city planned and constructed to fit the age in 
which we live. Basically, they’re all outmoded. 

The automobile has simply made city plans and city traffic 
facilities burst at the seams. Either, as in the case of New York, 
‘most everybody uses public transportation and leaves private cars 
at home, or, as in the case of Atlanta, too many of us try to jam 
our cars through city traffic and find sufficient space to park ’em, 
either for hire or free, along the curb. 

And it won’t work. It is getting to the maddening point today, 
it won’t be long before it is a literal, physical impossibility. 

Eventually—it will take years—no one 


What Must Be Done will consider building a business estab- 


lishment or an office building within the central city area with- 
out providing car-parking facilities sufficient, at least, for the cars 
of all who work in that building. Private parking garages for 
tenants, employes, personnel using downtown buildings regularly 
will have to be provided. Some will be in the basements, with 
ramps leading down. In some, a portion of the ground floor will 
be set aside. Others will devote an upper floor to garage purposes. 
Don’t sniff at me or talk about real estate values, costs, etc. That 
is what is coming, some day. It has to, 

No man would dream, today, of building a house or apartment 
house, without a garage for each residential unit. 

The retail stores, when they open a new suburban market, pro- 
vide ample free parking space for their customers. Despite the 
difference in real estate values, the time is coming when down- 
town business will have to do the same. And add the eost to over- 
head operation charges, somehow. 

If they don’t, traffic is going to keep so many people out of 
the downtown area, real estate values there will go into a rapid 


decline. 

Furthermore, the retail stores will have 
For the Customers to provide parking facilities for their 
customers. Or they’ll find said customers deserting their counters 
in favor of competitors who do provide parking space. 

In some cities—I think of Cincinnati and San Francisco—munici- 
pal parking garages are operated in the center of the business dis- 
trict. Big buildings, covering entire city blocks and maybe eight 
or ten stories high. With ramps or elevators to carry the cars 
up and down. With reasonable parking charges, sufficient to meet 
operating cost and no more. ws 

Many business leaders object, strenuously, to the idea of the 
city going into such business. Many city officials agree with them. 
But, if private enterprise doesn’t meet such a need, public authority 
must. 

In the motor age, a downtown place to park the people’s cars 
is definitely an essential service. 


The city of the future will be a place of wide 
F or the Future streets, smoothly paved and with no curb 
parking. There will be special bays at either side, one or two 
to each block, where cars wishing to distharge passengers may 
do so without hindrance to the flow of traffic. 

Every building will have its own parking facilities, for its own 
personnel, Every place doing business with the public will have 
parking to care for its customers. 

There'll be super highways, either overhead or subway, for 
through traffic. There’ll be something like the “cloverleaf” turn- 
ing places to do away with the obstructions and delays at inter- 
sections. There'll be a lot of other developments to meet the re- 
quirements of a motorized people. 

That, you say, is a long way off. Yes, but the city which envisions 
the dream and moves first and fastest toward its realization will 
be the best and most prosperous and outstanding city of the future.

President Truman’s message to 
congress calling for the universal 
training of our youth in prepara- 
tion for another war was indeed 
disheartening and disappointing. It 
was a reversal of all the hopes and 
plans of both the administration 
and the people of this country. 
Even before the surrender of our 
enemies, confident of military vic- 
tory, we began to put the empha-} 
sis of our thought upon “winning 
a peace.” We thought we had won 
a victory, also, over “isolation,” 
and rejoiced in the aroused senti- 
ment of the nation for a full co- 
operation with our allies of the 
United Nations, in planning an or- 
ganization which would promise a 
permanent peace. That was the 
meaning of the San Francisco con- 
ference which our President | 
blessed so cordially. 

Now comes this peace-defeated | 
sermon to the world, which seemed | 
to take for its text the outworn 
admonition: “In time of peace pre- 
pare for war.” Preparing for war 
in time of peace, has always prov- 
en a failure. The argument that 
you must be so strong that no na- 
tion will.dare attack you, proved 
to be false in the case of France 
in her elaborate and expensive 
preparations after World War I. 
Such a course is merely a warning 
to other nations to make equal or 
greater preparation, as Germany | 
did to defeat France. If all na-| 
tions followed this advice, it would 
mean turning the world into an 
armed camp. 

But preparation in time of peace 
for war, has always meant prepa- 
ration for the kind of war which 
has just been fought, while each) 
new war renders the strategy and 
armament of the former war ob- 
solete. France’s costly failure in 
building the Maginot forts, was a 
preparation for the treneh war of 
defense, which had already been 
fought. It only proved a tragic 
trap for that doomed nation, when 
the new “blitz” war machine of | 
Germany crossed her borders. | 

Isn’t it perfectly apparent to) 
even the layman, that when the 
atomic bomb destroyed in a mo- 
ment of time the city of Hiroshima 
that it instantly rendered obsolete 
the entire military plans and prep- 
aration of the United Nations? Let 
me quote one of the most thought- 
ful students of present world con- 
ditions. “The vast and ponderous 
apparatus of combined operations, 
such as were being prepared for 
the invasion of Japan, are junk. 
Arguments for and against con- 
scription are meaningless. For the 
atomic bomb enables its user to 
strike suddenly and with devas- 
tating effect at the whole of the | 
enemy’s civil population. Whoever 
uses it first does not necessarily | 


| win the war, because: the atomic | 
‘bombers of nation ‘A’ may be on| 
'the way to bomb nation ‘B,’ while | 
their own homeland is being turn- 
‘ed into a crematorium.” 


The overwhelming testimony of, 
our scientists, and the whole his- | 
tory of scientific research of the 
past, shows that the talk of keep- 
ing our knowledge of atomic en- 
ergy a secret, is as foolish as would 
it be to talk of keeping the sun, 
from which that energy is derived, 
from circling the world. We have 
been irritated and suspicious of 
Russia because she has withheld in 
censored secrecy her entire mili- 
tary equipment. Is it not evident 
that so long as we withhold our 
knowledge of atomic energy, we 
are inviting Russia to become sus- 
picious of us? There is only one 
hope of saving mankind from the 
most destructive war in history, 
and that is by creating a world of 
mutual confidence, that no nation 
will start such a war. We alone 
can lead the way, by offering to 
give our knowledge to a wisely 
considered international commis- 
sion, which shall have practically 
police control over the military 
powers of the nations.

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January Session 
To Exceed 15 Days? 


Speculation that January’s 15-day session of 

the legislature may run into 45 days is being 

heard over the state. The solons have 15 days remaining in their 
regular session, which was recessed last spring. However, many 
believe they will be unable to complete their business in this period, 
and that a 30-day special session will be called—either by the 
Governor or by the general assembly itself. Gov. Arnall, Senate 
President Gross, and House Speaker Harris, who guided the legis- 
lature through a fast-moving session last year and through three 
fast special sessions, think the solons can finish all necessary legis- 
lation within the 15 days. Several members have expressed doubt. 


Local legislation, which occupies most of the time of any Geor- 
gia general assembly, may crowd out action on important bills in 
January. Attorney General Eugene Cook’s office has been flooded 
with requests of legislators to draw up local bills for them. If all 
of these are thrown into the hopper, the legislature hardly will 
have time to act on such measures as a merit bill, a home rule 
bill, or make any start toward a building program recommended by 
its special investigating committee. 

Regardless of whether the assembly stays in session 15 days or 
45 days, indications are that a plan inaugurated last spring will 
continue in January. That is, holding two sessions daily, instead 
of one, 


: Gov. Arnall is expected to call special elec- 
Election Problem tions soon to fill a vacancy in the senate 
and a vacancy in the house, so that a full general assembly will 
be on hand for January’s session. Rep. W. L. Broome has re- 
signed to run for sheriff of DeKalb county, and Sen. H. Dixon 
Smith died recently. The anticipated special election to name a 
new senator may create a problem for the attorney general’s office 
to solve. The attorney general may be asked to decide whether 
just one county or three counties vote for the new senator. Under 
the Democratic party primary arrangements, the counties rotate 
in naming a senator for a district, and the race is run in only one 
county. By special agreement, the nominee is not opposed in the 
general election. A special election, however, would be operated 
like a general election, and not like a primary. Whether the race 
would be wide open for all three counties, or whether the rotation 
agreement .would mean that the special election be called only in 
one county, may be a matter up for decision. 


: | Sen. John Mavity, of Rossville, and Rep. 
Prisons and Burns Frank Baker, of Rome, and other mem- 
bers of the joint prison committee are completing visits to county 
public works camps and Tattnall state prison and are preparing a 
report for the January session. The report will be very laudatory 
to the penal reform program. After talking with wardens of 30 
public works camps recently, Baker said they are having one diffi- 
culty. That is in the matter of the new uniforms. The khaki- 
colored clothes that replaced the outlawed stripes are not easily 
detectable when prisoners escape, the wardens say, and it makes 
capture difficult. The committee may have some suggestion on this 
problem, but there is no likelihood it would ask a return of the 
stripes. Incidentally, those who have seen accomplishments of the 
penal reform would like to see the new Board of Corrections— 
yet to be named by Gov. Arnall—keep Frank Hammack as director. 
Hammack has resigned, effective when his successor takes office, 
and he plans to become an assistant attorney general. 

Speaking of penal reform, a fellow named Robert Burns won a 
long fight for commutation of his sentence here the other day. He 
had strong faith in the penal reform program. He believed so much 
in the justice of the new constitutional Pardon and Parole Board 
and the Arnall administration that he staked his freedom by again 
returning to Geérgia and surrendering.

“Radio has come a long 
way and has been a great medium for spreading news around 
the world,” he observed.

TWO SCARED BISHOPS 

Two weeks ago this column car- 
ried a little story of how Bishop 
Arthur J. Moore says he is afraid, 
as he contemplates the world sit- 
uation with its tragedy and misery, 
presenting unprecedented opportu- 
nity and obligation to the forces 
of the Christian religion. There 
now comes another Methodist bish- 
op who says he wants to stand 
beside Bishop Moore. Bishop Fred- 
erick D. Leete, of Mackinaw City, 
Mich., writes me: “I share Bishop 
Moore’s fear, but God lives, has 
won the war and will, some way, 
win on still.” 

These two Methodist bishops, to- 
gether with a host of people who 
are intelligently aware of the sit- 
uation, are fearful, but they are 
not cowardly, for they know who 
will eventually be victorious and 
are eager to lead the forces of 
righteousness in co-operation with 
the inevitable divine and eternal 
Conqueror. 

PREACHERS’ SALARIES 

The North Georgia annual con- 
ference seeks to equalize salaries 
paid to pastors, and has set up as 
minimum salaries the sum of $800 
for men who are unmarried, $1,000 
for married men without children, 
and $1,200 for men with depend- 
ents. To provide funds for pay- 
ment of these sums a supplement- 
ary salary fund is promoted, 
whereby churches and pastors who 
pay and receive salaries above the 
minimum will contribute a small 
percentage on what they do pay 
and receive toward the supple-

Contributions to the fund have 
been made to date by 120 churches, 
44 pastors and two district super- 
intendents. Rating of districts by 
churches contributing is as fol- 
lows: Dalton, 18; Rome, 17; Deca- 
tur-Oxford, 15; Griffin, 13; Atlanta 
East, 12; Atlanta West and Athens- 
Elberton, 10 each; Gainesville, 9: 
Augusta and LaGrange, 8 each. 


HARVEST SEASON 

Farmers are not the only ones 
just now deeply interested in the 
harvest season. Churchfolk, es- 
pecially Methodists and Baptists, 
since so many of them are depend- 
ent on the year’s crop harvest in 
their finances, are right now bring- 
ing in the sheaves and the shekels. 


Since Georgia Methodists and 
Georgia Baptists combined con- 
tribute more than 93 per cent of 
Georgia’s church population, what- 
ever those two major denomina- 
tions do in Georgia indicates the 
general drift of church progress. 
Methodist people through their 
pastors make individual reports at 
annual conference time, while 
Baptists close their fiscal year Dec. 
31. Present preconference and pre- 
convention reports indicate a year 
of great progress and prosperity 
with both the major church groups. 


Georgia Baptists, in connection 
with the convention centennial ob- 
servance this year, adopted an elab- 
orate and ambitious program of 
evangelism, enlistment, education, 
rehabilitation,. stewardship and 
benevolence. A budget of $431,- 
300 was agreed upon for state and 
southwide convention work. Final 
payment is to be made this year 
on the indebtedness resting upon 
Georgia Baptists’ institutions. In 
evangelism, where the whole de- 
nomination’s desire is to secure 
1,000,000 new church members 
this year, Georgia Baptists were 
given a quota of some 95,000. 

Georgia Methodists, in their 
crusade for Christ, will this year 
give, in addition to their regular 
contributions, the sum of $796,950 
in new and extra money in the 
crusade for Christ emergency 
fund. North Georgia Conference 
churches will give of this new 
money the sum of $422,350 plus, 
while the South Georgia Confer- 
ence churches will give $374,600. 
Both conferences have oversub- 
scribed their quotas, and will pay 
in full before Jan, 1. 

Georgia Methodists now begin 
to direct attention to the next 
phase of the continuing crusade 
for Christ, which will be a year 
of all-out Methodist effort in 
evangelism, seeking to secure 
600,000 new members on confes- 
sion of faith and the re-enlistment 
of 400,000 inactive members “dur- 
ing the coming four-year period. 
Of the 600,000 new converts to 
be sought before Dec. 31, 
1948, a quota of 42,151 has been 
assigned Georgia Methodists, with 
24,112 to the North Georgia “on- 
ference, and 18,039 to the South 
Georgia Conference. That is to 
say, during the coming 48 months 
Georgia Methodists will seek to 
bring into the church 42,151 new 
converts, or 10,538 each year, or 
an average of 879 per month. 

Preconference reports from pas- 
tors in both conferences, as of 
Oct. 1, indicate that 31 pastors 
had received no new converts into 
their church so far this year, 
while 16 pastors had _ received 
only one new convert each. Total 
church members represented by 
these 47 pastors is 14,792,

WARRIOR’S GAME. The next time 
two soldiers sit down for a game of 
cribbage in a U.S. hospital or a 
camp in Germany or Japan, it’s a 
fairly safe bet they’ll be using one of 
Elias Bernstein’s cribbage boards. 
High-ranking generals and admirals 
own Bernstein boards, too. But the 
number of brassless servicemen who 
have pegged fifteen-twos on them is 
beyond computation. 

White-haired, booming - voiced 
Elias Bernstein was one of the lead- 
ing attorneys on New York’s Staten 
Island until his health gave out a few 
years ago, forced him to retire. “But 
even an invalid can do something for 
our men,”’ he thinks. To date, he has 
made and sent out more than 2,500 
cribbage boards. 

The letters of thanks he has re- 
ceived would drive an autograph- 
hunter crazy: Admira! King, General 
Bradley, Admiral Halsey, Lord 
Mountbatten, General Vandegrift. 


‘““THANKS.’’ Even more than these 
letters, though, Bernstein cherishes 
those from the enlisted men who get 
99 out of every 100 of his boards. But 
the one he cherishes most told how 
his board arrived aboard The Sulli- 
vans just in time to be used for a 
cribbage tournament. 

He makes his cribbage boards of 
choice woods, inlays them with deco- 
rative patterns. When the old Ralph 
Waldo Emerson mansion near his

home oa Staten Island was sold, he 
bought up some of the furniture, and 
many of the gift boards are made of 
this historical wood. 

When Bernstein retired, he started 
raising orchids and canary birds to 


keep busy. When the war came along, 


this seemed meaningless. An avid 
cribbage player, he decided to try to 
make boards, even though he was 
“‘yust a lawyer and all thumbs.’’ But 
to servicemen who like cribbage, 
from Admiral Nimitz down the line, 
he’s an artist of the first water.

SYMBOL OF FREEDOM

How our flag made a journey 


of triumph around the world 


O THE many flags that have flown over 
on cent moments in American history, 
the recent war has added ‘The Flag of 
Liberation.”’ This flag has gone as far 
afield as American men and American 
weapons in the gallant fight for freedom 
against the Axis nations, It has flown with 
pride and grace over Rome, Potsdam and 
Tokyo. Here is its story: 

When the Japs attacked 
Pearl Harbor, I was in a 
Washington hospital. I 
heard the news over the 
radio that fateful Sunday. 


T imMepiATELy called one 
of my assistants and told 
him to drive up and see 
the flag on the Capitol; to 
go there the next day, 
have it taken down, a new 
one put in its place. 

Any .Congressman or 


this by purchasing a new 
flag to substitute for the 
old one. I wanted that flag — not for my- 
self, but to make sure it would not be lost 
to America. So, I said: “‘“Get the Capitol 
flag. We will keep it, and later we will fly it 
over Rome, Berlinand Tokyo.”’ I got the flag 
and kept it under my bed in the hospital. 

Right then I knew that the time would 
come when the flag would fly in triumph 
over the capitals of our enemies, and re- 
turn to America as ““The Flag of Libera- 
tion.”’ 

Several months later I dropped a note to

President Roosevelt and told him of the 
flag and of my hope for it. He answered at 
once and said: “I like that idea of yours 
of “The Flag of Liberation’.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt took it with him to the 
conference at Casablanca, and later, when 
Italy was beaten, it flew (July 4, 1943) 
from the balcony of Mussolini’s Palazzo 
Venezia in Rome. 

After President Roosevelt died, Presi- 
dent Truman carried on the tradition and 
raised the flag at Potsdam. The day of its 
final vindication drew near. 

It was flown back across 
the United States, out of 
San Francisco, and over 
‘Pearl Harbor — now re- 
built and standing as a 
citadel of freedom. Then 
in turn the flag was taken 
to Guam, Iwo, and Oki- 
nawa, and then by boat to 
the battleship M1ssourt. 
On September 7 it was 
raised over the Americari 
Embassy in Tokyo by 
General MacArthur. 


Soon its journey will end, 
where it began, in Wash- 
ington. There it will be 
hung in the Rotunda of the Capitol build- 
ing for all to see. 

This is the flag which symbolizes the 
raising Of our nation from a fair world 
power to a great global world power 
one of might and strength, but one which 
believes in freedom for the whole world. 

It is a practical symbol of human rights, 
of common sense, of honest labor and hon- 
est investment. Its bright wool is now 
slightly weathered, but it is still ‘“The 
Flag of Liberation.”

Help Hog-Tie Oil Well 


ALTHOUGH flying for only three months, the 
Flying Tiger Line has already rushed 275 
pounds of emergency machinery from New 
York to Fort Worth to hog-tie a rampaging 
oil well, flown Bakersfield grapes and can- 
taloupes to Detroit, made many other trips.

They relieved their tension under the glow 
of Bob Prescott’s easy good-fellowship. They 
drew strength from cool “‘Duke’’ Hedman, 
who once made five kills in one day. Again and 
again, their lives depended on crew chiefs like 
Jack Cornelius, whose skillful improvisations 
kept the battered P-40’s aloft.

They’d Fly Anywhere, Any Time 


Tue Flying Tiger Line began to take shape 
in Prescott’s mind. It would be a contract 
airline; fly anywhere, any time, but only on 
demand. It would need no franchise, would be 
bound to no rigid schedules requiring flights 
whether or not there was a payload aboard. 
Furthermore, if the Tigers would run it with 
him, they could fly the planes themselves and 
cut operating costs to the bone.

Bob 
King, of Palestine, Tex., 
whose beacons and air warn- 
ing nets saved many AVG 
lives in China, was on tap for 
radio maintenance. 

Then the word spread far- 
ther afield. “‘Bart”’ Bartling 
hollered in from Middletown, 

Ind., and Harvey Wirta spoke up from Chi- 
cago. The grapevine even carried to China. 
There, Dick Rossi, still piloting the Hump

‘“*There’s no insulation in this plane, no heat, 
no stewardesses. If that suits you, hop 
aboard.”’ They all hopped. 

At Washington there was a three-hour lay- 
over while the Tigers conducted some business. 
When they returned, the New Yorkers had 
drummed up eight more passengers. At ‘Nash- 
ville, four more turned up.

EORGE KARGER, the man who took the 
G curious pictures on this page, is a Jekyll- 
Hyde personality. His closest friends have a 
hard time deciding whether he is a photog- 
rapher or a magician. The gentleman him- 
self says: “I make all my money on pictures; 
I spend all my money on magic.”’ 

When you first meet Mr. Karger, a jolly 
man in his 40’s, he is apt to thrust a small 
rubber ball into your fist. Unclasp your hand 
and you find you’re holding half a dozen 
rubber balls. Pass the rubber balls back to 
him — he counts them carefully and shoves 
them back into your fist. You open your hand 
and find only one. rubber ball. Myself — I 
took a knife and cut that ball all to pieces, 
but it was nothing more than an ordinary 
rubber ball. Exasperating! 

It is hard to say where Karger’s magic 
leaves off and his photography begins. 
He got interested in both a long time 
back when he was a young banker in 
Berlin. His adventurous spirit led him to 
America 20 years ago, and since then he has 
made a reputation in both his profession and 
his hobby. Peculiarly enough, he will tell you 
every secret of his amazing photography (as

you can see from the captions on the accom- 
panying pictures), but try to get the secret 
of the little rubber balls!

End OF An Era

The romance of canal 
boat days lives on in 
the old Weightman .. 


T WAS an autumn afternoon on 
| New York’s East River water- 
front. The lone resident of Pier 
Five, Cap’n Napoleon Surpren- 
ant, studied the weather vane on 
his home, the canal boat R. B. 
Weightman. 

“*This boat is a museum piece,”’ 
he remarked, ‘“‘like the horse car 
that used to run on South Street. 
The city ought to haul it up to the 
Central Park Mall and charge 
admission. It’s the last of its kind.”’ 

Surprenant looked at the sky- 
scraper backdrop of the big city. 
“I saw New York first in 1887. 
Came in with a load of lumber 
from Canada on my father’s canal 
boat. The spars of clipper ships 
reached clean across South Street. 
Seven hundred wood canal ‘boats a 
season tied up here. I* was a pretty 
picture.” 

Today, the Weighiman waits for 
a turn that will never come again. 
The state transferred its five barge 
terminals to the city. Fast steel, 
motor self-propellers have left the 
old, shallow-bottomed wood boats 
idle at the docks. The city wants 
active shippers. Now, all but the 
Weightman, are on the beach. 


House Perches on Bow 


Tue Weightman, constructed in 
the early years of canal boating, at 
a cost of $2,800, draws less than 
six and a half feet of water, carnes 
under 260 tons of freight, is but 96 
feet long and 18 feet wide. So 
much for the practical. A muinia- 
ture white frame, green-shuttered 
house perches rakishly on its snub 
bow, a patch of awning flaps com- 
fortably above the stern, a tidy 
cabin offers refuge from storms. 

“When our six children were 
young, it took four boats to hold 
us,”’ said Cap’n Nap. “Then the 
boys grew up, went to war.”’ He 
pointed to a service flag in one of 


the windows. “‘My wife died. Now, 
my daughter, Elliene, the Weight- 
man and I are all that’s left.”’ 
Life on a canal boat was primi- 
tive: oil lamps, kerosene stoves, no 
plumbing. If they made three 
voyages a season, it was a record. 
A single trip consumed two weeks. 
Often, winter would overtake the 
Weighiman before she could start 
on her final November run. Then 
the Surprenants would have to wait 
until ice broke in April or May. 
But there were compensations: 
leisurely gliding beneath the trees, 
fresh produce from farmers and 
the greeting of old acquaintances. 


Is This Progress? 


As we discussed this, an odd, 
swiftly moving little steel craft cut 
by Pier Five. The G.D.D., one of 
the Wetghiman's successors, was 
finishing a Canadian run. 

When I reached Pier 36, she had 
already put into port. Everything 
was bustle and business. Her cap- 
tain, Gerard St. Pierre, bossed the 
unloading of mammoth newsprint 
rolls. Dock wallopers swarmed her 
top. The picturesque had been sac- 
rificed to progress. 

The G.D.D. cost its owner, 
George Duncan Davie, million- 
aire Canadian shipbuilder, around 
$50,000.

How three GI’s bought 
ponies for $5, read a 
book — and learned to 
play a rich man’s game 
| I IjT’s true that there are only 

25,000 ridable horses left in the 


United States and that a one-eyed 
colt brought $6,700 at a recent Ken- 


tucky sale, then three GI’s stationed 
in Nigeria, Africa, have themselves a 
fortune in horseflesh. And now that 
they’ve got it they don’t quite know 
what to do with it. 

However, Sgt. Pete Spaans, S/Sgt. 
Bill O’Shea and Pfc. Pierce Mitchell, 
assigned to an Air Transport Com- 
mand field in Southern Nigeria, can 
find some solace in the fact that they 
are the only soldiers in the United 


States Army who own and maintain 
strings of polo ponies. 

Each has seven or eight well-trained 
polo ponies and would like to bring 
at least three back to America. 

“It’s like this,”’ says Pete Spaans. 
**‘We’ll probably be the last home any- 
way. Why can’t we fly our nags out 
of these jungles to Cairo, then ship 
them home by boat from there?”’ 

“Our ponies are trained,’ says 


Pierce Mitchell. “And we like polo. 
I understand polo ponies back home 
cost from $2,000 to $10,000. That’s 
the reason it’s a millionaire’s game. 
We'll never be able to play again if 
we can’t bring ours back with us.”’ 

Bill O’Shea just looks very pained 
about the whole thing. 

ATC officials see their point, but it 
looks as though the polo pundits will 
have to leave their fortunes back in 


the jungles where they found t&em. 
“If we started transporting ani- 
mals back to America,”’ says ATC, 
‘“‘we wouldn't have any room left for 
soldiers. One out of every three GI's 
overseas has picked up a pet of some 
kind that he would like to bring home. 
Everything from Egyptian donkeys 
to Alaskan huskies.” : 
So Spaans, O’Shea and Mitchell are 
getting the most out of their horses, 
playing polo at least once a day, 
apparently content in making like 
millionaires while they may. 


They Got a Bargain 


OriGINALLY they bought the horses 
from the natives for $5 apiece, hired 
stable and exercise boys to curry, 
groom, ride and feed them for a buck 
a week; paid another dollar a week 
for corn and a hard-to-find tender 
grass. Initial outlay ran about $50 
plus $2 or $3 a week for the main- 
tenance of a string of first-class polo 
ponies. In America it would run into 
six figures. 

Later on the natives bffan 
charging $50 to $75 for the horses. 
But Spaans and his friends had 
bought in early and were okay. 

When they first got the horses, 
Spaans and his buddies just rode them 
around in the African heat — a relief 
from the jeep method of transporta- 
tion. Then, tiring of this, they tried 
to think up ways of having fun on 
horses. Spaans sent home for a book 
on ‘‘How to Play Polo.”’ They recruit- 
ed four British soldiers from a near-by 
camp, and Mr. Malilima, an educated 
native, chief warden of the prison im 
the village of Maduguri. 

Mr. Malilima told them the origin

of the half-tame, half-wild horses. 
He said he thought they were first 
brought into Africa by the Hyksos, 
Shepherd Kings in the 17th Cen- 
tury. Unfortunately, with all his 
knowledge, he didn’t know how to 
play polo either. Nor did the Brit- 
ish soldiers. 

Learning polo from a book, they 
found, is difficult; training the horses 
even more so. But the GI's, buried 
in the jungles, had nothing much else 
to do. Mr. Malilima made the mal- 
lets and balls from gleammg ma- 
hogany. 

Little points of the game came 
slowly: points like attaching a leath- 
er thong to the haft of the mallet 
so it could be wound tightly around 
the player’s wrist, and hitting the 
ball with the side, not the head of 
the mallet.

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Having more ponies, they knew 
their team would last longest. 

When the British players found, 
from reading the book, that in Eng- 
land seven periods of eight minutes 
are played, and that in America 
eight periods of only seven and a half 
minutes are played, they demanded 
to play by the English rules. They 
argued that polo being.an ancient 
game must first have been played in 
England, and they wanted to play 
the game the right way or not at all.

American school children tackled the job 
of buying and selling War Bonds as a serious 
personal responsibility. When students of 
any given school united in a resolution “‘to 
buy a jeep this month,” a whirlwind of 
activity was set in motion that didn’t stop 
until the goal was reached. They can- 
vassed the town, solicited neighbors, 
set up booths on street corners and 
organized whole community auctions. 

School bond drives blessed the country 
with baby-sitters, dog-washers, lawn-mowers 
and youthful odd-jobbers of every rank and 
description. Thousands of schoolhouses, big 
and small, flew a proud ‘“Minute-Man 
Flag”’ on the school flagpole indicating that 
at least 90 per cent of the students were 
saving regularly. 


They Set a Record 


Even in time of war, when astronomical fig- 
ures were commonplace, the record chalked 
up by America’s junior sales force of 
30,000,000 students was miraculous. They 
averaged $50,000,000 a month, wound up 
with a grand total of $1,767,000,000. School 
kids supplied the Armed Forces with 181,698 
pieces of fighting equipment — a record that 
amazed even the hardened Treasury De- 
partment. 

To the kids, however, praise —- even from 
the White House — was a small prize com- 


pared to the heart-warming letters of appre- 
ciation they got from the GI's. No thrill 
could compare to that which the kids got 
from these letters. Battlefront casualties 
wrote their thanks for school-sponsored 
ambulances; pilots and crew reported the 
exploits of their planes bought with school 
War Savings. 

And Marines wrote thrilling tales of 
miraculous jeeps bearing the names of their 
school sponsors. Letters such as these were 
innumerable. A bomber crew in Italy even 
broadcast their special thanks by short 
wave to the students of McKinley Junior 
High in Muncie, Ind., who had “bought” 
the B-25 that they flew. 


Finance Hospital Units 


WHEN the new Victory Loan Drive began, 
America’s school children embarked on an- 
other campaign. This time their goal is to 
finance 35,000 hospital units. Under the 
slogan, ‘“To Speed His Recovery,’ schools, 
teachers and students are rallying their 
communities to redoubled efforts for our 
soldiers and veterans. The price of a hospital 
unit, which includes full care and medica- 
tion, is set at $3,000. Each bed sponsored by 
the Drive will have a marker inscribed with 
these words: 

“To speed your recovery the students and 
leachers of ——_—-——- have successfully com- 
pleted a War Bond and Stamp campaign to 
help finance the hospital facilites YOU are 
using. If you will send them your name and 
address they would like to write to you.” 

How many wounded veterans will be 
restored to health through this new cam- 
paign is anybody’s guess now. But if the 
school kids have their way, it’s a cinch 
there'll be plenty more than the quota 
demands. The students, their schools and 
teachers did a fine job during the war. But 
they know, almost as well as the soldier in 
the hospital bed, that the job isn’t over yet.

Stuart Cloete springs 
these South African 


dishes on his friends 


TUART CLOETE, the novelist, 
~ relaxes from his writing by go- 
ing on a cooking binge. When his 
work doesn't shape up or when he’s 
plain tired sitting, he takes time 
out and does a bit of cooking, and 
Mrs. Cloete is told to keep her 
hands out. He cooks French; he 
cooks South African. 

Writer Cloete grew up in Paris 
and thinks that French cooking 
is the best in the world, but it’s 
South African dishes he likes to 
spring on his friends. 


Home Base 


SoutH AFRICA is home base for the 
Cloete family since 1652 when a 
Dutch great-grandfather was the 
first white man to receive a land 
grant there from the Dutch East 
India Company. 

“What is this South African 
food like?’ everyone asks. “‘Like 
food everywhere else,’’ Mr. Cloete 
replies, ‘‘a mixture of things, some 
good, some bad. But wonderfully 
good is the tail of a big lizard. It 
tastes something like trout and a 
bit like rabbit.’’ The elephant’s 
foot barbecued is rather unusual. 
Hold on, Mr. Cloete, we want to 
eat here and now. 

**Then chicken,”’ he said. ““Chick- 
en abounds on every South Afri- 
can farm. And there is mutton 
and beef.’’ It’s farm fare Stuart 
Cloete knows best. Before he start- 
ed writing he managed a cattle 
ranch of 16,000 acres and over 
1,000 head of stock. Later he 
bought his own farm and built up 
a dairy herd. The Cloete place in 


the Transvaal was 70 miles from 
a railroad, 60 miles from a store. 
No ice available to keep the foods 
fresh, so game was shot daily to 
provide for the table. 

Writing his recently published 
book, “‘Against These Three’’ — a 
part of Africa’s history as told in 
the story of three of its leaders — 
Writer Cloete came down with a 
bad case of homesickness. He 
longed for the perfumed air of the 
African veldt, for the fierce sun, 
for sight of the olive-green hills. 
These culinary answers helped 
soothe his nostalgia: 


Bobotee 


1 finely chopped onion 

1 tablespoon butter or 
margarine 

2 tablespoons curry powder 

1 teaspoon sugar 

l4 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

1 tablespoon chutney 

1 pound ground beef or mutton 

1 slice bread 

14 cup milk 

1 beaten egg 

l¢ cup shredded almonds 


Fry onion in butter or marga- 
rine until transparent; add curry 
powder and cook one minute. Add 
sugar, salt, lemon juice and chut- 
ney. Next add meat and the 
bread, which is beaten into the 
milk with the egg. Mix together 
well. Turn into a buttered pie 
dish, sprinkle with shredded al- 
monds, bake one hour in a moder- 
ate oven. Yield: Four servings. 


Lamb Terrapin 


2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 
1 cup cream or milk 
1 cup stock 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire 

2 cups diced cold lamb 

Toast 

2 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

Parsley 

Melt butter and add flour and 
mustard, stir until blended. Add 
cream or milk, stock and Worces- 
tershire and cook, stirring until 
smooth and thickened. Add lamb 
and hard-cooked eggs. Continue 
stirring until well heated.

HEN the Battle of Germany 

W va: in full swing last year, and 
the first snows of approaching win- 
ter lay deep over Luxembourg, the 
High Command in Washington de- 
cided to speed the evacuation of 
wounded soldiers by using dog teams. 
It was an urgent project, and 
highly secret. Some smart, reliable 
huskies were rounded up from Lab- 
rador, Newfoundland and Green- 
land; their drivers were veterans of 
Byrd expeditions to the Antarctic. 
One of the Army’s top men on the

This 
was customary for occupants of the 
White House and for high-ranking 
generals, but not for dogs. While 
puzzling over this, Prestwyck re- 
ceived a second radiogram, quickly 
followed by a third, both identical 
with the first. Prestwyck thought 
hard. It could be an error and, on 
the other hand, it could be some- 
thing very hot. 

The cryptographers encoded and 
decoded their radiograms again. 


They still said: “Fifty dogs.... 
The messages were flashed down to 
London where cipher experts probed 
and ripped to find the secret. The 
wires still said: “Fifty dogs....” 

On Thursday, an inspired cryp- 
tographer found the answer. The 
three messages about dogs, he said, 
suppressing his excitement, simply 
meant that the “three top dogs” — 
Roosevelt, Stalin and Churchill — 
would arrive the next day!
